not ofr tread awry whileſt every: one ics His. owne 
bencfir, favouring their friends, and emulating their fel- 
iow Senators. Burt'( as you fay) rhe —— oung 
mcn. will be better cnoouraged to ſtudy or | y re- 
wards there; and thoſe Commonavcaiths will Aouriſh 
with more- famous wits; but Kingdomes, as avcrſceto all 
ſudics andall vertnes vill goc rotuine. In which ſtare is 
chas, I wy ; mop rour cope 2 1n\which po pedo ek 
ious ſpirits z cunning carriage, it 
Fen: > coepply themſelves to ſedition, fury, ro miſl- 
lcading or deceiving the people; ſo that in ſuch a ſtate, 
excellent and ambitious wits are {c)domebarne, but to the 
rume of the Common-vealth.Buc in an Ariſtocracic what 
hope is there for induſttious men,which is not greater in a 
Monarchy > there (as you know) all power and offices of 
State are confined to ccertaine Families : ſo that not deſert, 
but blood carrics all dignitics z except ſuch mcane offices 
as cannot free them from: the ſervitude of the Nobilirie. 
And yet thoſe meane offices that may be gotten, are they 
beſtowed, thinke you, but on the friends or followers nt 
thoſe great men? that you ſhould not think a man inthoſc 
ſtates can better thrive than in Monatchies f F< peu 
or the ſtudies of vertue; bpt by grace, friendſhip and pri- 
vate dependencies Beſides jmegine,that both a Monarchy 
and an Ariſtocracie, by reaſon of their Princes vices arc 
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copompus ourſed, Lycegenes feared 
cnvic, becauſe the Royall Dignitie bad bin oppoſed eſpe. 
cially by his Nephew. Beſides, it was not profitable for 
Lis intent, who did nor ſtrive roaboliſh, but ro get a King; 
dome. Another argument ſcemed fitrer for bis rg 


{ince the diſcourſe was thus farre ; toaccuſc the cuſtome of 
thoſe Nations which rycd themſeives tothe ſervice of one - 
family; and extoll choſe rhatafter the death of every Kz 
choſe his Succeſſor. This argument beſt pleaſed Lycogenes, 
for ambiriouſly aiming at Heleanders Scepter, he thought 
by a tumultuary cle&ion of che people, he might in poſſi- 
bility atraine it; as alſo, becauſc Dwnaibiz was there, who | 
(as he thought ) would ftraight rake his part 4 beeauſe in 
the Colledge of Pricſts, the higheſt honour 1s obtained, 
not by birth, but cle&ion: thus therefore he interpreeed 
Nicopompm , The day, quoth hee, will be ſpent Ni A 
before you can exprefſe what may be diſcourſed on both 
ſides : for which of rhe Philoſophers has nor found our 
{ome arguments to uphold both Monarchies and popular 
Srares > And I am of your opinion, that under oneman,rhe 
Common-wealth is beſt ITY 
whether the peoplewere betrer rye their Allegiance to one 
family, or keepe in their own bands a power toclet whom 
they eſtceme of all the moſtwoarthy > For where the liber- 
tic ofeleion 15, thoſe that are borne of Royall blood, will 
berrter addi& all rheir ſtudics, as being cerraine that they 
cannot ſucceed their Anceſtors inrherr Scepters, unlefle 
they imitate them m thoſe verrues; for which rhey were 
Choſen Kings. And thoke Kings will becxer thankfullto 
the 


if as borne flavesgve undergoe the yoke; we are notatall re- 
ſpeed : and if we refuſe ix, it is called treaſon,” Beſides, 
when fortune, as it were ina jeſt, ſhall caſt rhe Soveraignrir 
upon an infant, or a foole,whar can bomoreridiculous than 
this lamentable ſucceſſion > 'the wickednefle of the-greac 
Ones will never ſtay tillſucha King grow of age; bur when 
his yeeres arc ignorant and table, are contemned 
ſuch miſchiefes are oft done, as many ycercs of happineſſc 
cannot repaire. For then all Officers reigne : all ſporle the 
people ; who now trod upon, notby rhe King aloneBurby 
others, want this comfort intheir miſery, thar they are nor 
thus abuſcd by men honourableenough. And if when the

the next _ having loſt all things neceffarie for his 


poſe, rayſed the Sicpc : And, as hee was carryed backets 
Lycogents, in his Litter, the Catanears broke out, and killin 
as many as preſumed to reſiſt, they rooke him a!ſo. 
they {cnt to be directed from the King, what hee would 
have them done withall. s 
This newcs was heard over and over ; and as well tt 
Gucſts, as thoſe that waited , ſo overcome with fudd 
1Oy , ab{tained not from lowd ſhours, and applauſes: 
Which licence, the Watch at the doore of the Tent fol 
owing, filled the whole Campe with the ſpreading gab 
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neſſe. There was now no need of the Sword; no need of 
forces ; the gods themſelves, and the elements, foughr for 
the Kings, Then were Garlands every where pur on the 
Images of the gods, and Flowers throwne upon both the 
Kings. The Souldiers, in confuſed throngs, were bold ro 
enter , ape onely the Kings Pavillion , but the Dyning- 
rooMme allo.

{ently be redrefled, Which being ſpecdily proclauned, 
the people overjoyed of themſclves, and by reaſon of the 
Feltivall day, followed the Princes with a great ſhowting 
to pon his Tents.

the whole circumſtance to Radwobancs, Except (hee had 
been a moſt wicked Cairiffe,and had ſwelled with falſhood 
2od hatred towards mee, ſhe would oor have violated that 
ruſt of ſecreſie, ncicher would ſhee have revealeg that ro 
Srrangers, which ſhee concealed from you : yet my inno: 
cency will nor feare to call her a wirneſſe, If I have deſer- 
ved your diſpleaſure, and have laſciviouſly wronged my 
onſported fame, I will —_—_ upon my (clfe the wrongs 
done ro you and Chaftity;- rhen alſo let out that blood, 
that was — be derived from you.

Bar the approck ing barrel] rarned this confuſed courſe 
of his rhoughrs into choler. There was an inditterent 
Plaine berweene the place where AKadiroband pitched his 
Tenrs.and Poliarcbus his Trenches. 'T hisptace, appointed 
for rhe bartell fhined rhorow the whole Field with brighe 
Armes and diſplayedEnfignes : Fach King hadrhe leading 
of the righc wing of his Army : Feriigaves commanded the 
'cft wing of the Sardinians : and Foharrhw,/reo honour the 
\[auritanians, commirred the leading of his left wing ro 
old Mecrpſa, who was ot greatr 


pore among theni; yet Yee , 
[antrw Was rovned with him . that hee might (1 


upply th6(e 
things by hi« youth , which age had weakned in Mere. 
Ir was obſerved as a great hope of viftory , thatvery few 
Ot the French and Mauriranians made their wils when 
the Army ayas-rcady re grove barte!!: they were{b6 contt- 
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Fdceormoronety ro conquer;bucnts ſhare rhe {poyles. U 
en the Alhatme given, cheiArchers gave rhe firſt charge, 
bue the Armics ruſhing together more violenrly than their 
Leaders were willing, the whole body joyned :{o that the 
Atchers and Slingers are» made unnecefiary, ſcarcely a 
place lefr for the Pike-men , andthe Horie could hardly 
rurne m their Troapes. So all being violenrat che fir 
ſhock, yet none ue the power and courage of Polar. 
cus; alchongh Kadrobaxes, ſtrong inemulation, gave teſti» 
moay of his valour;and many gained the great applauſe of 
their Captames,cirherby eheir owne ah ang death 
of cheir enemies : many innocent people ſuffered for rhe 
fury ofa few z, and which is the moſt pitrifull miſchiefe of 
warkthey did nor fight and Kill men for hacred and wrong 
done, but onely as forrune divided them. 

And now there was tnuch blood ſpite 5 when itplcaſed 
the gods to ptevenr rhe Imtminenrt' danger of many being 
uponthe Swords poiur : for ſuch at obſcure Cloud dark» 
ned the day, tharmany rem bled, azar the fight-of a pro« 
digious and unfeaſonable night; then the cracking of 
chundcr ,, andelie frarcfull flaſhing of Iightniag ; rarnes 
their fury, raging un onelabD others blood, inroprayers and 
altoui{hment... Buc wizhe they were thus diltraed ard 
doabrtal cohghot pray,fome Elephants, being inraged, 
brake their rankes,, which Hmonbe had commanded to be 
biouglit into the batteH with their Towerlike carriages. 
Many ot «hem brigg lawly: take in hunting, .andas yer 
almolt wiid,bad got forgotten their liberry andferce oa» 
wre, Bar as yeethus tight was unknowne to-Ewopes, 4 
buge and1l!-talhioncd Creature , having all his limbes as 
K were wageltcdin,onc bulke ;. having his head buriedin 
icmblanccberweene his ſhoulders; round like a Globe,ex- 
cepting where his long Irunke reacheth downe to the 
ground, hazging dcftormedly from his Noſe, and differing 
anclyincolou iromalongand oycr-growne argon, > 
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knit by rhicke ſinewes from joyne ro joint, thatirmighr 
be drawac up looſened, turned every way; andferve him 
in ſtead of a hand. His broad cares cover both ſides of his 
head, his eyes hidden in a lirtle round compaſſe, nnder 2 
Gwelli, 1g brow : his [vory tooth, for whichthey are moſt 
precious, ftrercherhir (clfe our almoſtlike 2 Horne ; bur 
thatit bendeth in che weaker part. 

At this uply ſhape , nortonely the Sardinjaris, againſt 
whomitheſe were brought.,were aſtoniſhed. bur the French 
themſcives ſecrned to be afraid at rheir owne ſuccours. 
But after the $kics began to be darkened with theſe ſud- 
daine Clowds.theElt phants,as apr to feare a8 tobe angry, 
and affrighted wirh the unuſual noyſe from rhe Clowds, 
D<gan to be more unrely to their Governours ; when the 
ſtrange Lightning flaſhing agaiyſttheir eyes did ſo rrou- 
b © the ſtrongeſt of chem», rhat preſently he began ro fall 
mad,and torgerting all rute, rannenp and downe whicher 
his fury did leade him : the reſt doe breaks forth wirh vi- 
olence, and, throwing their Riders, follow the firſt. 
Growing afterwards more mad.and caſting oft all govern= 
ment;they-teemed tobe enemics nor to one party only, bar 
tothe whole Ficld, and ranne thorow their rankes and 
LrOUpes W ich ontragions fary : and becauſe they could rior 

: the end thorow rhe Rankes and Files, rhey ſeeke their 
I crty.as if they were aſhamed of their lavery. Many of 
tlc French did breake their rankes; neyrher wasthe for- 
tunc ot the Sardinians betrer : ſome were mct and over- 
chrowne by thetc fnarious Monſters, many were taken up 
11 eh cir bending Trunkes,and caſt violently into the ayre. 
io teir huge grearneſſe, the novelty, andfearefull expcri- 

nce of their ſtrengrh, did much dic-hearten the troubled

ot the gods was come, or that-thefſe Monſters Were new 

ntions to breake the rankes of the barte)l.- The very 
waht oftchciedreoadfull Beaſts, did force ſome ro preſent 
Oo 3 flight; 
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flight ; the feare of their companions did likewiſe amaze 
ſuch as were farther removed z their Horles were growne 
head-ſtrong , not able to induretheir (crne, and ſcorniag 
their Riders, carrycd chem over Hils and Dales, and a- 
mongſt thcir Enemies. 

It was a ſtrange jeſt of Fortune , that ſogreat an Army 
ſhould bee rowted by thirtcene ſavage Beaſts ( for there 
were 10 more.) By which it is evidentehatabilicy of body 
is not more avaylcable in bartels , then courage of mind; 
and that a multitude is conquered as{oone by feare , as by 
the Sword, Poblarchus (uſpeted ereachery, and fore-ſaw 
that his troupes full of feare, would (lenderly make head, 
if they ſhould be charged anew; and the Sardinians feared 
the like. _By-the diligent ſcarch.cherefore of the Cap» 
taines and Leaders , Eh were {eparated one from ano» 
ther, whom the ſame feare had mingled our of ſeverall 
troupes : for cither the flight of ehemor their horſes had 
driven ſome ſo farre amongſt their adverſe Companies, 

tharthey were in dangerintheir Retreat, to have their 
throats cur by their enemies. But, as the remembrance 
of vulgar mens Fatces docs dyc;lo the fortune of King add. 
robanes Was memorable. He did ride on a Horſe. in all re- 
(pefts molt tit for ſervice, but that he was ſomewhat unru- 
ly in a fcatrc : for as his feares were (eldome, fo they were 
great,and full of madacfic. Bur then, when the Elephants 
had broke the ranxcs, overcome With feare, the Horſes 
thorow the whole Campe ftrighted with the like diſtem- 
per, his Horſe rannc away as it he had beene mad, and the 
King unable to governe him, being ſtifte-necked, and 
ſtronger then the Bir with which he was held in, he carry» 


cd him torceably into the Enemies Campe. 


In the meanc time, the troupes of Horſe, by Poliarchw 
his command, sety red towards the T owne, with an intent 
to goc direaly thither; ſuch of Kadirobanes his Souldiers as 
were about him in this hurly-burly,, flippedaway os 
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him, and beleeved in this feare , thar hee had beene with 
chem. Being thereforealone , and farre diſtant from his 
own Companies, he altered the fiercenefle of his courage, 
inco exceſbye aftoniſhmenre : Wherher bee ſhould labour 
in vaine to c{cape,being incompaſſed by ſo many cacmies ? 
or racher ſave his life by yeelding ? or advencure his life 
io a dangerous and unequall fight , ſeeing there was lirele 
hope of ranfome if he ſhould be raken priſoner ? He look» 
ing backe to his owne Colours,which were farre removed 
from him , Whar,' ſhonld he recyre by lirtie and little ? 
Then his Enemies would environ him round abour. 

W hile he ſtandeth in doubr; while in his furious rage 
he curſerh his hard forrune; rhe danger in the meane time 
increaſed, and the rroupe wherein he was envyroned, had 
marched to the very Gares of che Ciry; and the onely 
meanes lefr for his ſafery, was to coun ecrfeir himſelfe one 
of Pokerchms his Souldiers. And this was a great helpe to 
his guile : In the beginning of thes kirmiſh, that he mighe 
the freer execure the office of a Commander and a Soul- 
dicr, hee lefr off his Princely Robes, his purple Caſſocke, 
his guilded Helmer,and rhe other markes ot honour which 
he had delivered to Meydoſthenes. So he entred the Enc- 
mics forrificarions, as yet in a ſecure concealement, wirh 
three handred of Poliaribus his horſemen. Bur whirher 
ſhould he then goe ? All the Souldiers had their ſeveral 
lodgings and intertainement. Now, if he ſhould pur him- 
{clte under any privare em" , he could nor conceale 
himſclfe amongſt a few , though armed hee had deluded 
many : yet if he ſhunned all mens ſocicty,whart were ir, bur 
to betray himſelfe by ſuſpicioas ſolitarineſle ? 

So long therefore as theſe few troupes did ſtand abour 
the Marker-place, (for they were there gathered roge- 
ther, ro receive their charge from rheir Capraines)he was 
cafily ſecure by helpe ofthe mulrtirude. Bur nor long at- 
tcr; there came a Meſſenger from Polierchus, which com- 
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manded rhar choſe rroupes of Horſe which had enrre4the 
Towne. ſhould poe torhcir lodgings, and be a Guard for 
the Queenethat night. Ar the report hereof, Radirobanes 
was almoſt dcad for feare + torthe Horſe were quartered 
in' divers places, aad every marr billiced in his ſeverall 
houſe. TheSrrangers and Slaves diſcharged rheir daeties, 
He himfclfc, as if ro looke his Lodging, went alone about 
the ſtreets. nor knowing whom he ſhould chiefly ſhun, bur 
ſtil! alt rhache mer were dreadfull ro him- : haredof all, 
and being apprehended; perhaps he ſhould be preſerved 
onely for his ranlome; he conld hardly (appreſie his feare, 
and rage increaſing more and moregfomerimes taking cou- 
rage, keerhoughropenly to proteſie himſelte an enemy, 
and &yther dre valiantly, orredeeming his tiberryby his 
bold atrempr,he would make his way rhorow the watch at 
the Gate; becauſe there was only one 1a rhat time of rrou- 
ble, which was lctr open for carrtagesand horſe,” which 
was alfo guarded bya ftrong Watch. No body'came neers 
the head of his horte in the way, or lookr upon him pal 
fmgby, whombedid nor ayoyd with a freſh ſhivering, as 
if he had becne jntentive upon him, 

When hec had ipent along time 1a this puniſhment of 
fcare , wandrivgabour the I owne; andrharthe muſt no 
longer ſtand doubting, he mer with ſome horſe-keepers, 
with their Maſters horſes, which they were leading ro 
watcr, Radirobanes determined to follow theſe, if by any 
way. through their guiding, he might come to the River. 
Put this was the firuation of the Ciry +: about a furlong 
from the Rampiers, there ranne a River toward that part 
of rhe Cir whic h leades ro the Seca; where the enemies 
had pieched their Tents : on that fideot the Towne which 
was fartheſt from the Serdomans; apreatLakewaſhed the 
very walls of thc Towne. art leaſt fixc turlongs broad, 
ard twelve rticnptl; neyther was there any other place, 
where they cquld walh or watct their Rortics. This Way 
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(able ro che City , bur by ſhipping 7 TR0Y had there 
fortified by a guard of Souldiers, alirtlc 


occaſions of the Citizens. 


The Groomes. did then goe to that Gate : in whoſe 
company Radirobanes mingled, and perceiving the bredeh

FIUr as Kedirobanecs his vaſt and eminent 
4 made him feare, fo the ftrenprh of his Horſe 
- increaſed his hope, whom by his voyce, and 
ſtirring of the reynes, he would ofr incou- 
y rage to his beſt indeavours.T he warers flow- 
ing neyther way, made their voyage more caſic : for rhey 
were ſtill warers, and cher more then uſually calme , as 
being no winde ſtirring *: yet the Horſe now began more 
hardly ro indure water, and ſeemed ro faint; when inthe 
middeſt of the floods, high Sands,w hich ſomewhar | 
them , did opporrunely caſe the neceffity of their ſwims 
_ mung

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ming. He ſtood therefore weary with Ooiagons water 
and beingbur breſt-high, as ifhe wondredar his labour, he 
caſed bimſclfe by raking brearh. Bur che King, feariog 
leſt his Horſe ſhould waxe ſtifte afrer reſt, being over-toy-= 
led with much motion,gave him bur ſhore time co breathe, 
and him into.che Lake, while his joyars were yer 
ſupple.

- In the ot time, Poliarchw placing his Conrts of 
Guard, and ſpeaking briefly to Hyanwbe, would nor ſtay in 
the Courr, bur Ain. | Sf that his Pavilion ſhould be (er 
upin the Campe, having a watchfull cye co all inſtances of 
Fortupe, if hc could find any advantage over hisEnemy, 
Neyther had he left them that night , except the rumule * 
amongſt the Sardinians ſecking rheir King, haddrawne 
him backe to be more regardfull and cautclous;' becauſe 
it was doubrfull what occaſion ſhould make ſuch a noyſe

in the Enemies Campe,, and ſo many Torches Ji a» 
bout the Ficlds : for the Sardinian ines ng 
at the Kings Pavilion, asked one the other, wheeberthe 
King were rerurned, if he had not turned out ofthe w 
to ſome other partof the Campe;- finally , who was wy

, ofrheBarrel}. Afrer every one had given his ſeverall opi- 


$ioo, all of chem with one conſene ſafpeAed more ſadand 
dyre events. They feared thar hee was eyrherflaine or 
eaken Priſoner, They were alfo ready ro fall foute one 
with the other,who ſhould have beene with the King,who 
ſhould have guarded him, at1caft, who ſhould have beene 
able to'have bronght cerraine newes ofhim : bur eſpect» 
ally the common fort of Souldiers,wherher through gricfe

Poliarchas viewed-21t things from his Rampiers, and 
whether chis was ſome nightly religion of Buch, orthe 
fury of ſome other god , or ſome device prepared againſt 
him, hecarcfully (ers his Watch and Ward againſtall oc- 
cal1ons. 

Bur while they are buſe in this ſearch and confuſed in- 
quiry , newes are preſently bronght, that Radirobancs was 
returned to his Pavilion : for he being landed at the bank- 
ſide of the Lake, before the darke night did oyer-rake 
him, diligently conſidered by what way hee mighr gerto 
his owne Campe: at lenprth, he refolved ro follow rhe Ma- 
riſh-ſhore, that 1f any ſhould eagerly purſuc him, he might 
ſuddenly hide himſelfe amongſt the Reedes, So hee went 
aboar the Lake,and then our of the rode-way over dirches

One of them,an African, Themuſon by 
name,a man of an almoſt contemptible preſence, and low 
ftarure. yet very famous for his skill and fortunate ſucceſle 
Mn his pratiſe; We ſpend our labour ro no purpoſe, ſaith 
he:I more feare the Kings death upon neocbee cauſe, rhen 
this flux of blood : neyrher muſt we chinke, rhat all rhe 
blood that was forced by the Sword.and ſo removed from 
his Velicll, hath quirc lefr his body: bur even all rhe blood 
ia his veines, with too much agiration, is with rhe dreg 
over-h-ated our of temper; fo jt will, while it is yet hot 


yet remem- 


anderoubled, grow togerher ro a blacke corraprion; and 
to Lye 2-t00-hcavy-uponthe Lungs tc away bis breath, 
and, if we take nor the better heed, his life alſo, Whatis

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the remedy, you willaske me? None <l(e, but roopen che 


Baflick veyne in his arme : and fo the blood having his 
free courſe, will becaſedof his hear and chafing, which o- 
ctherwiſe would bring it to.corruption. All of chem erem-+ 
bled atrhis ſpeech. For with what hand, wich what heart 
conld they offer co draw yet more blood from thar ſpent 
body.,chat had now ſo licele left ro mainraine life ? Yer the 
Phyſician prevayled , affaring them, that otherwiſe hee 
couldnor live. T hey therefore opened aveinewirhmoſt 
fearetull and ſad <xpefarion of rhe fuccefſe : Then apply+ 
cd they fir Medicines torke ſeverall wounds; and(o lcarv» 
wg him to his reſt, gave charge he ſhould nor berroubled 
that night with any noyfe or buſmcfie wharſoever ': Yet 
cotld not H1eambe be perfwadedto partfrom him: Repo- 
ling her ſclfe in a Chayre nor farre Cm the Bed , ſhe ever 
and anon came to him to the Beds-ſ{ide; ſomerimes afraid 
hace had beene dead , and carefully feeling wherher hee 
breathed; fomerimes preventing his Servants beſt dili< 
gence, and looking toallthings abont him, wholicrle 
knew by whom he was fo ly arrended. 
Atlength Hyrambe was,with much adoe, after the night 
was farreſpenr, by her ſervants rogoe roher 
owne Chamber. And mach reſtſhe had nor raken, before 
hee was called np by ſome of her chiefe Nobiliry, that 
came as well to gratulace her victory, as ro receive direti- 
ons from her, what was now to be don vpon this new oc» 
cafion : For, my all rhe night agrear noyie wazheard 
in the Sardinians yer in che morning er WETE 
their Ships ſeene in che River,nor any Warch or Compa- 
ny before their T renches. And preſently fome that were 
ſent by Miripſa, to know the caulc of this folirude and (i- 
!ence, brought backe newes, charall che Sardinians were 
2one,.and, contented to carry away onely ſome of their 
Ticheſt Furnirure, had left 20 {mall boory ro rhe Conque- 
rs. Andat Sunne-rifing. their Navy mighr be feeneafar 
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off, making amayne for their owne-Counrrey-: forghaving 
loſt cheir King, Yertigencs, with che reſt ofthe chiefe Com. 
manders.now devoyd of all counſeli;not onely deſpayred 
of the victory ., (for co whoſeuſe, orwader whole condut 
ſhould hioydelin i,being now broughr ro that paſſe, that 
they knew'nor what to wiſh , or feare?)) bar doubrinp 
withal! , that they ſhould nor be able ro keepe'the fierce 
and conquering Enemy out of their Trenches, Beſides, 
Sardima, now ike ro be embroyled with tcivilt warres, fee- 
med ro call backe her Souldiers : For, ttere were two left 
aftcr Radmbanes his death,to makeelayme to che Crowne, 
Sonnesro two of his Unkles : whereof one was Harſicors, 
borne of rhe younger brorher;, bur beingrhe ctdex Com- 
peritour,he had hope his yeeresſhoald beare it : rhe ocher 
was called Cormm, who 1d nor challenge in reſpe& of his 
owne birth, bur of his Farhers. Their hearrs miſ-giving 
them, with fearc of ſo mich imminent mifchiete, when 
they (aw befides,how the Sou ldiers hope aad courage-fay* 
led, catily per{waded the Capraines, to give charge tho» 
row the whote Campe, withournoyte of Drumor Irum- 
pct, for all men to garherup their Baggage, and ſuddenly 
ro pac to Sea, withour the priviey of the Atricans: i? 
Many ot the Nobltes came ro-bring this happy :n<wes to 
the Qycene : which when ſhe heard; Would to rhe gods, 
ſaid ſher, rhar he were capable of inioyiog this happinctic 
that hath ſa dearely purchaſed ir hor as; / Alt, Polaarchas, 
[ beietch the gods, Su not thortly more griefe tor you, 
then TI now have joy for the overthrow of my Foes. And, 
withall ſhe goes into Potrerihus his Chamber , artcnded 
with-ome few of her Laches and Noblcs, There lay bee 
langiuſhing, berweenc fleepingand waking, with all the 
markes of mortalldangerupon hinr: yer could not atthis 
Paync and weakeneltc- cniercc trom him one groatic Or 
complainre._ The ſame conſtant Majelty and fortitude he 
ficewed is his health , be matarayiicd uow a! moit dying: 
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His h indeed was weake and low, and could not be 
h but by thoſe thar ſtood cloſe by him: and when he 
perceived the Queene there; How now (Madam) ſaid he, 
is there yet any more. rrouble from the Enemy? If the 
gods be pleaſed ro reſtore my health, I will revenge their 
inſolence: orif lam burta dead man, yer my ghoſt ſhall 
fright chemaway. In the meane while, let Aſeripa have 
the managing ofrhe warre; and, it you pleaſe, Gel/an0rus 
be joynedwith him, - And chis he uttered; though wich 
2 low voyce, yet wirh ſuch a hearty chearefulnefſe, avrche 
colour ſeemed to-appeare much livelier chen before, in 
his cheekes. 

Bur, ſaid Hyexivbe,there is no need{moſt excellent King) 
ofany othersarmes : For, whowere worthy to ſucceed 
your vitory:You cnded the warre yeſterday,in Fadirobanes 
alone, taking away the whole ſtrength of all the reſt. The 
Enemies are baſcly fled, raking advanrage of the night, 
leaving their friends nnburied, their Bulwarkes and 
Rampicrs ſtanding, and leaving the (poyles, that cheir 
haſte gave them nor leave co carry wich them, to ſuch as 
have (cized on them. 

Polarchas (cemed much cheared at this newes, with the 
trac fecling of rhe fortunate ſucceſſe. Hee would nor 
therefore have the people, rhat now went thronging, 
ſome to the Temples, ſome ro the ſhore, ſome to feaſt 
one plan wa 92 the expreſſion of theig joy;thongh 
11s recovery were {til] doubrod! of, and Hhw11be had given 
command to ſtay any publique ſolemniry, till he himſelfe 
ſhould be able more to glorife it with his preſence. All 
Lixa was tickled with avaine pride ofenrring the Enemies 
[ents , and (ending curſes after them from the Sea-ſide. 
Then they began ro-quarrell abour rhe diviſion of the 
;poyles;ſo as ſcarcely the more precious things were reſer- 
ved for Offctings tothe gods, and Preſents ro the Princes. 

But when Polterchus iS wrrands came againetobeopc- 
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acd and dreſſed, the chiefeftofhis friends ſtood abaur the 
Bed, heavily cxpeting, whathope they had, 'fromrhe 
lookes ofche Play licians. | There was he thar had canſed 
him to be her blood che day before. He rakes ofthe (wa- 
thing-band from che moſt dangerous wound : for as yer 
they had novſearchc jt tothe depth : yet chey gave their 
eniuion of his ſtarcs, and waſhed his wounds; and hindled 
e weake and hure places abour him. Burrhen, roche 
wonder of them all ; the corrupr blood appearedro be ri- 
pened into white and clammy matrer. Orhe bleſſing of 
the gods, cryes out Thenuom! Pay whatſoever you owe to 
the Heavens , if there be any here have made any vow for 
the Kings ſaferic, Never co this day have I ſeene (o ſure 
and ſadden rokens of healeh. The Fever is : the 
wounds arc not oncly free from inflamarion bur affwaged, 
as it were, with-rime; the quicke and foand pare ſeparates 
and ſends awaythat whiehis dead and corrupted. Allof 
them hearkenedto this ſpeech, as roan Oracle from a- 
bove : Some were almoſt our of their wits for Joy : Some 
{cll ro hugging thoſe that were next rorhem : Some fell 
flat 01 thefloore, commendiag the well going on of this 
Cure in their prayers to Apails, ro Aſculapin, ro Minero : 
yer none of them came neere tothe Queene. She vowed a 
whole Hecatombe_ to the goddefic of 4frice, and yeerely 
ſolemaitics, now indeed beginning firſt to rake joy of the 
victory. And ſhe peoclaymed.as it were,a generall Jubile, 
for three dayes together. Neropompwue his Poem, which he 
called Seteriathough it were made long after, (for, he be» 
mg chen abſeac, and in Szcaly, could nor yer come ro know 
ot thele accidents) yet it will be worth his place here; be- 


cauſe he ſolemnizes this ſudden and unexpeted gladneſſe, 
35 if hiru(clfc had bcene preſenc.

When ſhee- had'pur her Father into mucii 
fright with theſe ſpeeches , ſhee priuily ſends for Cleobulus 
and Earymedes, She urges her feare of & adirobanes : Shee 
ſhewes rhem che Fremcb Forces athand, that mighr bee 
procured at an eafte rate, And when they argued to the 
contrary: for that it was neyrther fate to rraſt Strangers, 
nor thar Si wanted men; Argenis more plainly replycd; 
Though this bee nor thought for the Gaferyof os yet 
willl havcirto ſecure me from my feare, Ihavealready 


brought 
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broa ghe che King to my opinion : and hee ſhall never have 
good t me char perſwades him ro the contrary. 
Neirher reſumed with an unſcaſonable wiſdome, 
to contradid her preſſing ir ſo carneſtly, And now ir 
was their ambition to bee the firſt propounders to the 
King, eſpecially when Argems was by, that Gobrias ſhould 
be invited eo the guard of rhe Coaſts.

Ar fidas Was altoniſhed with wonder at thisnnlook'd. 
for bounty , in aforrainc and vnknowne Counrrey. He 
therefore commands his men to land : and himſelfe going 
oa the righe band of the Governour, arid honoured by all 
men, ferforwardtowards the Towne. Bur fearing, that 
tc ſhould by furrher diſcourſe be diſcovered not ro come

Gobrias excu- 
ſed his ſilence : for none knew berrer than Meleander him- 
ſelfe, that ſuch as are made private with the affaires of 
their Princes, are notattheir owne power. That hee 
feared routrer, what (for ought he knew ) his King would 
have concealed, Meleander preſently tells him , that he 
had received Letters from Poluarc hus out of Africa,whereby 
he had given him to underſtand, he would be there wirth- 
in few dayes. Bat you knew this long ſince, Gobrias ( (aid 
hee) and therefore ſtayed for him heere with your Fleet, 
Yea - bur ( laid Gobrias ) I have ſpoken no unatruch , react

Gobrigs Was afraid 4 hee ſhould; in this = borly-burly, 
bee commanded ro leave the Coure.: To prevent theres 
fore an enforced departure, hee goes backe to hisſhip- 
ping, avsit were, to looke to his Fleere ; which hee had 
ready in the Rode, as hee had before concluded wich 

beat this time, Poliarchas was brought with a

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or towards Experi#e. Bur ſome were ſent to Lihbewn to 
enquire, and broughe word, that Afelcanderwas then art 
Palermo, Then rurning his courſe towards-Drepanwm, and 
paſſing by CAgabyrſwn, necre to the Ie of Faconia, hee 
met Gobrias with bis Fleer. For hee roved thereabours, 
to bee ar hand, incaſe heeſhould receive any command 
from Argemns, Poliarchw having thus happily found him, 
could ſcarſe ſariſic him(elfe with ſeeing and embracing 
him. Andhee, ſomerimes kneeling to him , ſomerimes 
kiſſing his hand, was ſo oyer-joyed ro have his King 
there in ſafety, and a Conquerour. that, norwirhſtan- 
ding his valour, his age , and his Sexe, hee could not 
forbeare reares, Then begun hee alſo ro congratulate 
their victory with the reſt of his chiefeſt friends; rill #0- 
lrarcbus calling him aſide, asxed him whar hee had done 
there; wherher hee had landed in Stef with the Kings 
leave; whether he had ſeene, or had beene with Argenis, 
and laſtly , what was their reſolution, or. their power 
jo the Hand? Hee, rclating all that had happened from 
his firſt comming , exccedingly gladded the King: ſome- 
rimes extolling the fdeliry of Argeais, and che conſtancy 
of her love;zand ſometimes the African warre , whereof 
«|| mcns monthes were full wich che fame and glory of his 
victory. Bur he rold him further, that Meleander, rhough 
he bore a ſhewof love, appeared{nevertheles)nor ro be his 
rfetfricod from his heart: and that he was returned to 
is Fleet by the advice of Argemis, to bee ready upon all 
occaſipnsupon rhe Coaſts. FPolrarchus, having thus well 
informed himſclfe, and beeing infinitely glad for chis 
newecs of Argexw, preſently caſt anchor, reſolving there 
(accordingto their appoinement)to ſtay for Archombrotus. 
For hee, dividing their Navies, hadby little and lietle in 
che maine Sea gotren out of ſtght of them. 
They which brought Melcander firſt newes of "ul

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ſuch ſtore of hipping andproviſion for warre. now 
on the point of ſo great and immineor danger, he : 
little credit to Hyenube's Letters, that had promiſed, hoſe 
forces ſhould doc him no harme. He was rather angry with 
her,who had averted this warre from her owne Countrey, 
and turned jr upon Si, Then he ſends for Argenis, and 
not now nnkinUy ; bue wich much heavineſſe asked her, 
whether thoſe forces were prepared with purpoſe to make 
warre upon Sih? for.he knew well enough,thar, wichouer 
her knowledge and conſent Poliarchas would atrempt no- 
ching. She anſwers, that neycher was ſhe ſo inward wich 
P oliarchus , or acquainted with his intendments; neyther 
was he, to her knowledpe, an enemy to Secely, Bur h 
ſhe was made for diſſembling , by her ſex and many buſi- 
neſſes, yer ſhe couldnor hide her excefhve joy; beingonly 

rieved for this, that the ſuccours, now lo neere, were (© 

w., and that Pbliarchw came not to the-Conre with his 
Army:for, no helpe ſeemed ſborr or ſpeedy enough to her, 
that was ſo impatient of any delay. 

Bur Archombratas, thinking to have met with the King 
at Syracuſa,was come almoſt to F achings, where, finding his 
errour. he turnes backe to Lihbeum. And when the newes 
of his Forces alſo was brought to Meleander, he was afſaulr- 
ed with a new and neerer feare, Polrarchw on the one fide 
enraged for love of Argenis, and,on the other ſide, Arcboms- 
brotus came backe with rhe whole power of Mavritenisto 
marry her. He knew well,thart it would noching avayleto 
their reconcilement, that Poliarchus had fought for Hyanic- 
be againſt & adirobanes :tor,if they had become friends upon 
that occaſion , they would not have come from Mauritania 
into Sth in divided Fleers, Sicilythgn in this (ad. diffe- 
rence, muſt be waſted under their fury; or the Sea at leaſt 
be ſtayned with their bloods, and Argenis be wonne with 
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his Flee, could hardly make him belceve, he . And now 
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the loſſe of one of them. What $484, what Chaybdirdid 
yer devonte ſo much blood? All Nations would bold Si 
fat4ll, and ominoos, after the tuine of fo and 
Princes, And laſtly,how could he himſelfe indurerhe fight 
of Polierchus , imbrued with the bloud of Arcbombrotes ; of 
Argens love Archoinbrotss, laden with the ſpoyles of Pottur- 
thus Then ht invokes the Law of Nations; for that he was 
deprivedof the free power of beſtowing his owne Dangh- 
rer in'rharriagezand that his allyance and friendſhipſhould 
be ſonghr by force, by atmes, and in ſpice of his heart : yer 
in all cheſe planges,he did not wholly ſlackenthe reines or 
governement, He preſently muſters Soaldiers , ſuch as 
were ableſt and fiereſt for the warre : and places his Navy 
in the Haven, ro make at leaft ſome ſhew of defence. But 
his chiefe confidence was in himſelfe and Argems: for, he 
hoped to prevayle in any requeſt with Archombroatws ; and 
that Felr&rchus would deny F:genu nothing. 

While the Kings minde was thus croubled, newes is 
brought him, that Archombretas his Ships, haviag caſt An- 
chor cloſe by Potarchus,continuedin ſuch peace and quiet, 
as if they were both one Navy. And he could ſcarcely be- 
leeve him that told him, there were Embaſſadours in the 
Porr, chat ſaid, they came from the ewo Kings , Poharchus 
and _Archembrotus : for, when Archombrotus had joyn:d hi; 
Forces with Poltarchus napon the Coaſt of Paconts, the Sici- 
lians that weTle with him,haſteninghome intarheir Coun- 
rrey, made ſuit to be preſently ſeron ſhore. Bur both the 
Kings with one confent gave command, that no Shippe 
ſhould depart from the Navy,and ſent Gelanoras and Micipſs 
in a ſmall Barke to Meleander, He wondred attheſe Em- 
baſſadours, omming from thoſe rwoPrinces borh atonce. 
And this alſo troubfed 4Argemss : Were theſe rwo great E- 

nemies agreed? Had cirher of chemvin ſuch a quarrel! yeel+ 
2cd roother ? Which of Chem would winne the thankes 


for 


for frecing Sicily from the warre ? Upon what termes, and 
upon what conditions had they laide afide their d 
Belides.it was a ſtrange newes to heare drebawbrerss called 
a Kingzand Atcleander feared, Hyanube had beene dead. He 
indeed was ſomething merricr , upon hope of their recoq- 
ciliation : bur could not imagine, whether ſhe had 
more zcaſontobeglad or (ad; ſavc that ſhe feared this a- 
ronement, and rodoubr, that they had put the Mar- 
of her £o arbitrement. Bug whar, rthinkes ſhe,if they 
Lots for me, as for a triviall and baſe wager ? How if 1 
ſhall fall ro Arcbombrots? 

But when Gelanoras came with Micipſato the King, who 
then wasintalke with Argos, the carncit expeftarion of 
rhe Embafſſiecurned all mens eyes cowards him, He imbre- 
ced chem borh : andpreſencly Gelanornr (for the honour 
was giventorhe Realme of Frexe_Þ, that be ſhould ſpeake 
before Micipfaz,) Polarchas ( ſaid he ) the King of Fravce_s, 
and Archbombrotus King of Sardinis, doc ſtay with their Na- 
vics upon your Sca (mighty King) neerethe Ile of f econe, 
and have ſent us tointreat you, they m your friends, 
cnteryour Ports,and come borh togerher unto you. Then 
AMicy/aadded further, that Archombratss would nat have 
ſtood upon ceremony, or have asked leave by an Embaſla- 
dour, bur that che buſineſſe was ſuch, as he couldnor land 
in S:c4/y, nor cometothe King wichout the company of 
Poltarchus. Wer ets 4 

eAMelcander anſwered, That Sicity lay opento his friends: 


They ſhould land in what Ports rhey would withia the 


whole land, and himſclfe would receive chem on the 
ſhore, or meer them, if they pleaſed, _—_— Sea.

Meleander was ſtrucke with a deep feare; arthe mention 
of old injuries thus renewed; and withall, made a doubt to 
receive forreine Forces into his Kingdome,, not know- 
ing whether they were friends or foes, therarther, for 
thar hee knew Polarchus being armed, could bee deny- 
cd nothing, without bloud and danger. Burt hee ſaw 
grear-r perils hanging oucr his head, it hee, unprovi- 
ded for defence , and now doubring how he mighr truſt 
Argerus, ſhonld deny this requeſt to a King ſo well ap- 
poynred ;and who ſought, on us by this means, to 
make aquarrell with him. Hee therefore wiſely hid his 
fearc, and ro make his humanity ſhew the more ; Wee 
wittalforake order, ( (aid hee ) for all proviſion, Gelano- 
14, Neither ſhall I chinke my ſclfe wichour Souldiers, 
ſoloag as my Friead(your King) hathan Army in Sic4ly. 
He afterwards askedwhy Archombrotas was called King of

Ar laſt, oliarcbuy landed out of his Royall Ship;and had no

bad inſpired himwich greater rhoughts,he found himſelfe 
confounded berween feare and hope of the now ncer fol- 
lowing ſucceſſc,almoſt rothe changing of his countenance. 
Bur he ſtayed for Archombratus upon the Sand of the Seaſide 
who within an houre-after, landed alſo in the ſame place. 
Meleender had (ene rwocxcellent Horſes wich Princely 
Furniture,upon which they mounted. - Poliarchw had on a 
Caſſocke of his Cofirrey faſhion,of divers colours,& wore a 
Mancle almoſt hid with Jewels. His Chaine of Gold hung 
upon his necke, down by his left ſide,wherein he wore his 
Sword inan Ivory Scabbard, with Burtons of Djamonds. 
Upon his armes, chat were parc bare, he had Bracelets of 
refined gold. His head, that with his loag and bright kem- 
bed locks, without other decking,ſhewed wel enough, he 
had bound abour with a garland of Gold-wrought Purple. 
Above all this,the comelines of his counrenancehis brave 
ſweet grace and behaviour made-cvery motion,every ge- 
ſture of his, pleaſing. The people eheneione, all fixe their 
eyes upon him, many applaud him,and thoſe rhat remem- 
bred they had ſeen him in aprivat habir,now blame 1 chem

When they perccived, hee was making rowards 
them on foot,they both lighted. As he was making his ex- 
cuſe that he had not mer them in the Haven: whichhe had 
not for any pride forborne to doc,bur to ſatisfic their Em - 
baſſadours that had-preſcribed him ro ſtaythere; both of 
them modeſtly forbad bim to uſe any ſuch -heedlefle cerc- 
mony to young men, and thoſe that had heretofore beene 
his gueſts. Then graculating to Peltarcbur his victory , and 
Sardiniato Archombrotw; hefound himſelfe grieved, thac 
ſogreata King of France would ſuffer himfeltero be repu+ 
redin Sicily a man of private condition.

So, being (urprized with the extremity of paſſion,he re- 
queſts P okzarchus to give him leave rogoe on with ſome ims 
portant and ſecret buſineſſe: and wirhall, rakes the won 
dring Archombrotus more familiarly tothe ſame Table,and 
ſhewes him Hyamicbe's Letter; which as he was reading, Me 
leander falls upon his neck; and chen the young Prince,pro« 
ſtrare at his feer,, with change of countenance, aad a farre 
other manner of duty. then ſuch as he had before uſed ro» 
wards him, much diſtraaed their thoughes thar ſtood a- 
bour him. Bue this ſight did moſt of all rrouble Polrarchas ; 
Should he (ce his Corrivall raken ro imbraces, and enter- 
cayned with all the ſhew of moſt heartic aftefion,while he 
in the meanetime ſtood negleted by Meleander,and lefr a- 
lone tohold diſcourſe with Earymedes ? For,he,out of good 
manners, came cloſe to him, while Melcandey was in talke 
with «Archombrotas,chat that King might notbeunmannere 
ly left alone in the midſt of the roome. As he was [welling 
with rage for this indigniry offered him, there hapned a 
new cauſe of fiercer indignation : for, CArgems beingrold,

I, nnprovident man, 
expolſcd my ſ(clte roher poyſons, and accepted of her Phy- 
ficians in my ſicknefſe: bur ſhe would nor have me dye, rill 
I firſt fs my ſclfc lighted and {corned to my face, and 
ſce 4rgemu not onely given away from me, bur ſo farre be- 
witched,as to hang upon her Sonnes necke;: Haſt thou ſenr 
me,thou Wirch, toſo birrter an end ? Aretheſe your Ler- 
rers, theſe your promiſes , theſe your vowes made in the 
hearing of your honſhold gods ? Oh foole thar I was, to 
hope for erurbin 4frics | Bar you ſhall nor ſcape withour 
revenge for yourtreachery.
